worthy of national park honors. October 30, IJlb, 
a public hearing was held in Chicago by the in- 
terior department in pursuance of a senate resolu- 
tion. 
In September, 1017, ' a printed report by 


Director Stephen T. Mather of the national paru 
service was Issued. 
This report eliminated from 


consideration all of the dune country except a 
strip along the shore of Lake Michigan about a 
mile deep between Miller's in Lake county and 
Michigan City. 
After describing the dunes with 


considerable enthusiasm, Director Mather says: 


"Assuming, without further description.of actual 


conditions in this dune country, that the sand 
duties of Indiana are equal to those in any other 
section of the country; that they are the most ac- 
cessible dunes; that they possess extremely inter- 
esting flora and fauna ; that they offer unparalleled 
opportunities to observe the action of the wind 
and its influence on the sand and plant life; that 
the Lake Michigan beach is beautiful and offers 
bathing facilities for a multitude; that the recrea- 
tional ".tses of the region are myriad, should they, 
or a large section of them, be preserved for present 
and future generations? 
If they should be pre- 


served, are they worthy of Inclusion in a national 
park? ' And if they are worthy of consideration as 
a possible national park, would it be practicable 
to establish them ns such a park for the beuefit 
iiiul eiMoynient of the people?" 


He answers the first two questions emphatically 


in the allinnative. He says this region should be 
preserved to the people for all time and that it is 
worthy of national park honors. As to the third 
question he thinks it one of legislative policy to 
be determined by congress, Inasmuch as the dunes 
arc- not public lands, and private lands have never 
been purchased for national park purposes. 
He 


thinks the park should contain from 9,000 to 13,000 
acres extending 15 or 20 miles along tbe lake. He

Sumner Fought the Treaty 


There was an internal row on In 


San Domingo, as frequently has been 
the case in that land. The American 
administration was sympathetic with 
the ruling aspirations of one Baez who 
claimed to be the rightful president of 
the San Domingo Republic. The treaty 
was drawn up with Baez and with an- 
nexation as its object, and it went be- 
fore the committee on foreign relations 
of the senate for consideration and for 
action.

Charles Sumner. chairman of the 


committee, was just as antagonistic to 
the treaty looking to the annexation of 
San Domingo as Senator Lodge, chair- 
man of the committee tpdny. Is to some 
of the features of the treaty of peace 
and covenant of the League of Nations. 


The Interchanges between Sumner 


and the administration were sharper 
than some of those which are passing 
back and forth today.

From 
reports, supposedly truthful, of what 
was said in the executive sessions dur- 
ing the Grant-Sumner controversy, it 
seems likely that there was more bit- 
terness displayed in tbat elder day 
than is the case at present. 


The controversy resulted In n sort of 


a compromise. Congress appointed a 
commission to look into the San Do- 
min^o matter, and to make a report 
thereon, but Sumner carried his point 
when he secured an amendment to the 
resolution authorizing the appointment 
of a committee, to the effect that noth- 
ing in the resolution should be con- 
strued, even In spirit, as committing 
the United States to a favorable posi- 
tion on the treaty. 


Of course it Is not necessary to say 


that the treaty did not go through, for 
people know that San Domingo never 
was annexed to the United States. The 
antagonism between Grant and Sumner 
aroused by the treaty matter, added to 
others which came later, led to a com- 
plete breach.
